According to Robert Day, Thio­ 
kol public relations director, no 
one was injured and the blast 
was confined to a specially de­ 
signed explosive powder shed. 


Day said about eight pounds of 
an explosive igniter mixture used 
to start rockert engines became 
ignited and blew up in a spe­ 
cial 
remote 
control 
automatic 
mixing machine at about 9 o’­ 
clock. 


Wall Blown Out 


The two men who operate the 
machine were not in the build­ 
ing, located away from Thiokol’s 
other buildings. One wall of the 
powder building was blown out. 
Day explained that the roofs and 
one wall of the Thiokol powder 
buildings are designed to “blow 
out” easily. A man 
can 
walk 
through this special 
wall 
with 
ease, Day said. 
The heavy mixing machine that 
combines 
several kinds of ex­ 
plosive powders, similar to black 
powder, was not damaged, Day 
reported. It was the first time 
an accident of this type has oc­ 
curred at Thiokol, he added.
